PROTEST AGAINST 
BRITISH BLACKLIST 


Note’ Cabled to London. Last 
Night Declares Order Is “an 
Invasion of Neutral Rights.”’ 


PRINCIPLES 
Action Will Not Interfere With 
Informal Negotiations Over 
Individual Cases. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—A note to 


Great Britain objecting to the blacklist- 
ing of American business firms as “an 


invasion .of neutral rights’ was cabled 


to London iate last night by the State 
Department. 

Acting Secretary Polk, announcing to- 
day that the communication had been 
dispatched, declined to discuss it further 
than to say that it contained “repre- 
sentations.”’ He said it would be given 
out for publication Monday. 

State Department officials  bel.cve 
from their study of the blacklist that 
it clearly injures American firms in vio- 
lation of international law. Acting Scc- 
retary Polk talked over with Presiisat 
Wilson yesterday facts laid before him 
by the firms affected, and the proce- 
dents on which the United Sta*es will 
act. 

When the principles involved ars 
taken up with the British Govern- 
ment it is expected that issue will be 
taken with France, Russia and Italy. 
It is understood here that in announc- 
ing its blacklist Great Britain really 
acted in deference to her allies, who 
felt that their own merchants wers 
suffering and some _ British mer- 
chants were profiting, through the 
failure of the London Government to 
follow the lead of the continental 
Powers in making indiscriminate war 
upon all of their enemies, commercial 
as well as military, and upon those in 
neutral countries as well as those 
resident in Germany and Austria- 
Hungary. 

The allies’ view of tne iegal as- 
pects of the blacklist order. which 
probably will be the basis of the par- 
liamentary statement to. be~-issued 
soon in London, and incorporated in 
the reply to the American protest, 
is understood to be as follows: 

The allies agreed to enforce inter- 
national law against their enemies 
and upon all their subjects without 
distinction. The continental rule, ap- 
plied by Germany, France, Italy and 
Russia, interprets the word “enemy” 
a&’ a persen of enemy origin or inter- 
est. English and American prece- 
dents put the emphasis on domicile. 
Consequently, British sutjects have 
considered they could trade with any 
enemy firm domiciled in a neutral 
country. 


If the continental view of the law 
were applied by Great Britain suspicion 
would attach, the British Government 
contends, to every firm of German name 
in a neutral country. The trade of the 
Sritish empire with the Wiiited States 
for the 11 months ending May .# 
amounted to two and a half billion dol- 
lars, or almost half of the total foreign 
commerce of America. Of all the firms 
engaged in this trade only 31 have been 
declared to be enemy firms. 

A withdrawal of the list, it is fur- 
ther contended, would have the effect 
of casting suspicion upon transactions 
with all firms having German names, 
even those acting entirely in neutral 
interest and whose profits are accruinz 
tc neutrals. The effect of the prohibi- 
tion to trade with these firms would ,ve 
to transfer British business from firms 
acting in the interest of Germany <o 
firms acting in the interest of the Unit- 
ed States, 

Expects U. 8S. Firms to Benefit. 

™t is expected by Great Britain that 
operating the measure will benefit those 
firms which are purely American in 
character as distinguished from those 
firms which, though operating here, real- 
ly are trading in foreign interest. In 
cases whére injury to purely American 
interests has resulted, Great Britain will 
gladly entertain and carefully consider 
representations. 


That the rule to proribit trade with 
the enemy, either directly or indirectly 
and the right of a sovereign Govern- 
ment to prohibit its subjects from tr-d- 
ing with any one—friend or foe—was 
maintained by the United States, Great 
Britain is ready to point out, in 1807, 
1809 and during the Civil War. Further- 
more, if the United States Government 
is disposed to challenge the right to is- 
sue the blacklists, it cannot rely, it is 
argued, upon the support even of Ger- 
many in its contentions, as the Gov-ern- 
ment of that country already has com- 
mitted itself to the extreme continental 
view, toward which the British Govern- 
ment is making only small approach.

Bankrupt Liquor Dealer Previ- 
ously .Had Listed $256,196 
to Meet Liabilitics. 


BEFORE FEDERAL REFEREE 


M. D. Gross, Charged With Mail 
Fraud, Reveals Some of 
His Business Methods. 


Puzzling questions in the bank: 
ruptcy case of the Phoenix Distillery 


Co., 414-415 Chamber of Commerce, 
have gone over until a hearing to be 
held Sept. 8, after a session Tuesday, 


in which Mortis D. Gross of 5053 Ken-’ 


sington avenue, president of the con- 
cern, was closely queried by Referee 
Coles. 

Gross is under $2000 bond on a 
charge of using the mails to defraud, 
in the sale of whisky. His arrest, on 
a Federal warrant making this 


charge, occurred June 24, four days 
after he filed the bankruptcy peti- 
tion for the company. 

In the bankruptcy petition Gross 
Stated that the company's assets were 
$256,196.09, and its 
902.65. In his testimony before the 
referee he said the concern’s only as- 
sets were the office furniture and fix- 
tures. When questioned further, he 
referred Referee Coles to the books 
of the firm, not all of which were in 
the referee's possession. 

Qaestioned an to $31,000. 

An attempt also was made by Ref- 
eree Coles to find out what became of 
$31,000 which Gross admitted he had 
received from various saloon keep- 
ers, and for which no whisky was 
supplied. The only explanation given 
oy Gross was that the money haa 
gone “into the business,” and that the 
spread of prohibition had unfavor- 
ably affected the whisky market. 

Gross, however, did explain, in part, 
the firm's method of doing business. 
He said he purchased whisky from 
the distillers by giving his note, and 
that he then sold the whisky to his 
retail customers, taking their notes. 
He required the retallers to pay their 
notes up in full before they received 
e money 
thus received to méet his own notes 
with the distilleries. It thus ap- 
peared that about the only money ac- 
tually required in carrying on Grose’ 
business was for office expenses. He 
said his rent was $60 a month, and 
that he employed his younger brother 
as his assistant, and usually a book- 
keeper and a stenographer. 

He also employed salesmen, he said, 
until last January, but since that time 
he had carried on the business large- 
ly by mail. 

The retailers usua'4%y made a cash 
payment with their notes, and re- 
ceived a contract certificate, naming 
the cerial numbers of the tarrels of 
whisky which they were to receive 
when the notes should be fully paid. 
If they failed to pay up their notes, 
Gross said, the sale was markel 
“N. G.,” and it appeared, from his 
statement, that they forfeited their 
previous payments. 

Serial Numbers an Issue. 

When Gross was asked whether the 
retailers always received the barrels 
with the same serial number as stat- 
ed in the contract certificates, his 
lawyer objected to the question. It is 
belfeved’ that this issue figures in 
the fraud charge against him. 

Retailers’ notes, to the amount of 
$96,000, are in the hands of a trustee 
in bankruptcy. These notes represent 
the balance due from the men who 
said the sums totaled $31,000, and 
who have not received any whisky 
for their money. Gross said the notes 
were of no value to him until they 
should mature. The banks, since last 
October, have refused to negotiate 
the notes for him, he said. He said 
the item of $188,548 “stock in trade,” 
in his inventory of assets, represent- 
ed whisky in warehouses, which he 
did: not actually own, but which he 
had ordered, giving notes. 

Some of the ‘signers of the notes 
held by Gross are expected to appear 
as witnesses in the mail fraud case, 
if it comes to trial. 


MORE THAN 700 PARALYSIS 
DEATHS IN NEW YORK CITY 


Slight Decrease in Fatalities 
New Cases in Last Twenty- 
Four Hours. 

NEW YORK, July 27.—Only a slight 
decrease in the epidemic of infantile 
paralysis was noted today in the Health 
Department's report for the 2 hours 
ending at 10 a. m. During that period 
there were 31 deaths and 151 new cases. 

More than 700 children now have been 
killed by the plague since its inception 
on June 2% and there have been more 
than 3000 cases reported.

In a brief statement given to the As- 
sociated Press’ before he boarded ‘the 
train for Santa Fe, Hartman:said= 

“A former business partner of.mine 
is responsible for my present plight.”

“Tl am Guy Hartman and am santeide 
to walve extradition and go to Arkansas 
for trial. At the time of my flight in 
May, 1915, 1 was under a $20,000 Bond to 
appear for trial May 21, 1915. 

“From Fert Smith I went to’ Juarez, 
Mexico, and from there to Chihuahua, 
where I remained but three days, leay- 
ing for’ Temosachic, Chihuahua, where 
l secured work on the Acklen ranch. [ 
stayed on this ranch from June, 1915 
until March), 1916, until Villistas showed 
up In the territory. and with other ranch 
hands I was compelled to flee. 

‘We remained in hiding In the moun- 
tains until the morning of Aprfl Il, when 
news reached us that American troons 
were in Mexico. I determined to Jo 
what I could and on the foNowing morn- 
ing I made my way into the American 
camp and volunteered my services as a 
ecout. 1 was assigned to the Seventh 
Cavalry.””

Was Known in Kansas City as “Dean 
of Missouri Lawyers,” 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 27.—Coi. 
Louis H. Waters, lawyer and Civil War

He was 
widely known throughout Missouri, where 
he practiced since 1867, having come ‘to 
Carrollton, Mo., from Macomb, IIL, in 
that year.

ON ABSOLUTE CONTRABAND LIST 


Retaliates on England for Departures 

From Declaration of London; Se- 

curities One of Additions. 

BERLIN, 
Government has published a revision of 
the prize court regulations, made in re- 
taliation for departures by the entente 
allies from the London declaration. The 
revision puts on the absolutely contra- 
band list many articles which previous- 
ly had not been considered contraband. 
The new list contains 39 entries as com- 
pared with 11 in previous lists. 

The most striking addition to the new 
list is ‘“‘all saleable securities and com- 
mercial paper.’’ 

The following 


articles also appear: 
sfachines and machine tools, turning 
lathes, wire, niineral oils, many metal. 
lic and chemical products, especially 
chemicals for producing poisonous 
gases, cotton and other textile raw ma- 
terials, yarns, rubber and raw hides. 

Gold, silver and paper money, aero- 
planes and parts of aeroplanes, barbed 
wire, wire shears, binoculars, chrono- 
meters and nautical and artillery instru- 
ments are transferred from the relative 
to the absolute contraband list. 

The general provisions for determin 
ing whether cargoes are subject to seiz- 
ure have also been made much more 
rigid, in accordance with Great Britain’s 
recent changes. Enemy destination will 
be assumed, without regard to the port 
for which a ship is proceeding when 
consigned, first, to hostile authorities or 
an agent thereof; second, to order, or 
to a person not mentioned in the manf- 
fest, or to a person living in a hostile 
country or. who has delivered contra- 
band goods to an enemy or his agents 
during the present war.

CLEARS BUTLER IN 


ISPANNELL SHOOTING 


Hotel Man Who Killed Wife and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Violently 
Jealous; Instance Is Cited. 


SLAYER WAIVES INQUIRY 


Presence in Alpine Causes No 
Excitement—Prisoner Appar- 
ently Under Severe Strain. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., July 27.—The 
official report on the killing of Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel M. C. Butler at Alpine, Tex., 
last week by Harry Spannell clears the 
name of the dead officer. 

The report, transmitted to Major-Gen- 
eral Funston by Col. J. A. Gaston, dis- 
trict commander with headquarters at 
Marfa, says that Lieutenant-Colonel 
Butler was aware that Spannell was 
jealous of his wife and took care never 
to be with her except when others were 
present. 

The immediate incident that led to 
the killing of the Lieutenant-Colonel 
and Mrs. Spannell is described in the 
report. Col. Gaston, who hurried to 
Alpine immediately following word of 
the shooting, says that Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel and Mrs. Butler and Mr. and Mrs. 
Spannell had gone to the home of a 
friend who was ill and on their return 
to the hotel, where all lived, it was 
suggested that everyone, aS a precau- 
tion, should wash his hands. 

Col. Gaston says that shortly after this 
Spannell went to the Butler rooms and 
finding apparently only Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Butler and Mrs. Spannell there, be- 
gan to upbraid his wife. At this Mrs, 
Butler came out of the bathroom and 
pointed out to him that she was one of 
the party. 

Soon afterward Spannell took the Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel and Mrs. Spannell on the 
ride which ended in their being killed. 


Spannell Watves His Preliminary 
Hearing. 
ALPIN, Tex., July 27.—Harry J. 


Spannell was brought here last night 
from El] Paso, where he has been con- 
fined in jail for safckeeping since 
shooting to death his wife and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel M. C. Butler of the 
Sixth United States Cavalry, on the 
evening of July 20, for his examining 
trial, which was called this morning 
at 7 o'clock and which he waived. He 
was remanded to the Sheriff of this 
county without bond to await. the 
action of the grand jury, which will 
convene the first Monday in Septem- 


ber. Spannell and his counsel re- 
fused to make any statement. 
When the prisoner was brought into 


the courtroom it seemed obvious to 
friends that he was on the verge of a 
mental collapse. He sobbed a greeting 
to the few officers present and with 
bloodshot eyes searched the room. Ap- 


parently he paid little attention to the 
legal phases of the examination, but 
mumbled over and over again: ‘Oh, 
my little girl! My own Httle girl,’’ re- 


ferring apparently to his 5-year-old 
daughter, now at the home of her 
grandparents.

SENATE PASSES 
312,000,000 
BILL FOR ARMY 


SS 


$2,000,000 Included for Relief 
of the Dependents of 
Soldiers, 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—The army 
appropriation bill carrying approximate- 
ly $312,000,000 was passed by the Senate 


without a record vote this afternoon. 

It carries an amendment appropriating 
$2,000,000 for relief of dependent families 
of enlisted men in the organized mili- 
tla and regular army service in the 
Mexican emergency. Dependent fami- 
Ttés would be given not more than 
a month, in the discretion of the Sec- 
retary of War. 

Benator Reed’s amendment, voted into 
the bill yesterday, to permit national 
guardsmen in the Federal service to 
vote at their camps in the coming presi- 
dential election, was stricken out to- 
day on a point of order. An appeal 
from the ruling was voted down. 

Senator La Follette asked for a 
suspension of the rules to permit a vote 
on his amendment to appropriate $2,- 
000,000 for the support of dependents of 
enlisted men of the National Guard. 

By a vote of 4 4to 3 the Senate yes- 
terday suspended the rules to adopt an 
amendment to provide that boys under 
21 serving in the army would not be 
retained in the service unless they filed 
within 30 days the written consent of 
their parents or guardians. 

Senator Reed offered an amendment 
which was adopted making the existing 
provision for increased pay to the army 
when in service in foreign soil apply 
also to service on the Mexican border. 
Under it officers will receive an addi- 
tional 10 per cent and enlisted men 20 
per cent. The Senate also increased the 
House appropriation for pay from $1,050,- 
000 to $14,178,240, As a safeguard to the 
health of soldiers an amendment was 
adopted appropriating $250,000 for con- 
struction of wooden floors and screens 
in troop tents along the border. 


Exclusion of Negroes From Army and 
Navy Proposed in House Bill. 
WASHINGTON, July 27.—Exclusion of 
negroes from enlistment in the army and 
navy, a call on the War Department for 
facts as to previous military experience 
of national guardsmen called out by the 
President, and furloughs for all guards- 
men now under afms who may apply for 
them were proposed in three measures 
introduced in the House today. All were 
referred without action to committees.

When the news came 
that their leaders had been laid off, 
Jimmerson said, about 70 of a total of 
90) butchers employed at the _ three 
plants held another secret meeting last 
night, joined the union and voted to 
quit work until their comrades are re- 
instated. 

Frank A. Hunter, superintendent at 
the Swift plant, said that 100 out of 40 
butchers employed there failed to ap- 
pear for work this ‘morning. He said 
15 men were laid off yesterday because 
business was slack and that similar ac- 
tion is taken about this time every 
year. 

Robert E. Conway of Armour’s said, 
when seen in the morning, that 100 
butchers had failed to appear. In the 
afternoon he said the number was larger 
than 100, but he would not give a defi- 
nite figure. 

Conway talked with a committee of 
strikers, and said afterward that they 
told him they were demanding recogni- 
tion of their union and the eight-hour 
day. He replied that they would not get 
either, and the committee left.

She died last May. The will has not 
been carried out in regard to the plain- 
tiffs, it is claimed.

SERIOUS RESULTS 
COMPRESSED AIR 


Wagner Electric Company Em- 
ploye’s Whole Body Dis- 
tended by Pressure. 


William Werthmann, 22 years old, of 
3840 Delmar boulevard, is recovering at 
the Deaconess Hospital from the effects 
of a practical joke played on him last 
Saturday at the plant of the Wagner 
Electric Co., where air under a pressure 
of 90 pounds to the square inch was in- 
troduced into his system by Richard 
Broughton, a fellow employe. 

Werthmann operates a machine shop 
lathe which is run by compressed air. 
During” the lunch hour’ Broughton 
slipped up on him with the nozzle of 
the compressed air tube. When the 
valve was opened, releasing the air, 
Werthmann fell from his chair, bleeding 


at the eyes, ears and mouth. In the 
fall his scalp was cut. 
Werthmann was picked up wuncon- 


scious and carried to the factory hos- 
pital. His body was considerably dis- 
tendei by the air. After receivinz 
emergency treatment from Dr. Potter, 
the company’s physician, he was taken 
to his home, where Dr. H. G. Nicks per- 
formed a surgical operation to release 
the air. Werthmann remained uncon- 
scious several hours, and after the op- 
eration his condition was such that it 
was thought advisable to remove him to 
the hospital. 

W. A. Layman, president of the Wag- 
ner company, discharged Broughton 
when he learned of the serious result of 
the practical joke. The rules of the 
company, he said, prohibited workmen 
from playing with the tools or machin- 
ery.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Motor ve- 
hicles registered in the United States 
numbered 2,445,664 last year, and $158,- 
245,718 was paid by their cwners as reg- 
istration and license fees. The offices 
of public roads of the Department of 
Agriculture announced today that 90 per 
cent of the fees, or $16,213,387, was spent 
for building and maintenance of county 
and State roads. There was an in- 
crease of 734,325 in the number of ve- 
hicles and $5,863,760 in fees from 1914.

This incident revealed the fact that 
there is much friction in the alliance 
on its entrance into State, national and 
local politics. Many of the members 
of the organization take the position 
that the alliance is nonpolitical in its 
purposes, and that is has no authority 
whatever under its charter to indorse 
candidates for any office. 

Dr. Weinsberg told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at 3 p. m. yesterday that the 
indorsement of Becker had been with- 
drawn and that the Walther indorse- 
ment would stand, but members of the 
Executive Committee said that he was 
still mailing out ballots bearing Beck- 
er’s name at 7 p. m. 

A circular letter, written in German, 
was sent’ out with the sample ballots, 
signed by Paul O: Sommer and Dr. 
Weinsberg. This letter urged members 
to subscribe for the St. Louis Times. 
It was stated that the Times was the 
only neutral paper in St. Louis, sup- 
porting their cause, and that it would 
continue to remain neutral if it got a 
sufficient number of subscribers. 

Dr. Weinsberg Discusses Statement, 

A Post-Dispatch reporter inter- 
viewed Dr. Weinsberg in an effort to 
learn why the alliance, for the first time 
in its history, had made up and recom- 
mended to its members a complete slate 
of candidates for all State and city 
offices, and what test the organiza- 
tion applied to candidates in making 
ixs choice. .

NEW YORK, July 27.—‘“Snubs” to

LETTER NOTIFIES BRUSSELS’ 
MAYOR OF $1,000,000 FINE 


German Governor Explains Why Cele- 
bration of National Holiday I: 
Punished. 

LONDON, July 27.—Germany’s noti- 
fication that a fine of 5,000,000 marks 
($1,000,000) had been imposed on Brus- 
sels as punishment for the demonstra- 
tion held on the Belgian national anni- 
versary last Friday will be contained in 
a letter addressed by Lieutenant-General 
Hut, Governor of Brussels, to the May- 
or of that city, according to the Daily 
Telegraph's Rotterdam correspondent. 

The letter says, in part: 

“The Brussels municipal authorities, 
sensible, thorough manner, 
supported the regulations of the Ger- 
man authorities, so that until evening 
of the feast day unhappy circumstances 
were avoided. 

“The German police did not inter- 
fere on seeing the people wearing green 
ribbons, as public order was not dis- 
turbed.

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MRS. HENRY SMITH’S SON. 

Mrs. Henry Smith of? Winamac, Ind., wrote a 
letter to President Wilson complaining of the 
hardships that her son was compelled to undergo 
as a member of the national guard on duty in 
Texas. 

The President, tn his reply, has explained to 
her that the national guard is at the border “not 
for the purpose of drill, but for the purpose of 
protecting the country,” and that he “cannot be- 
lieve that the men of the national guard would 
wish to be excused from it, or would lose heart 
because of the discomforts and inconveniences 
of the service.” 

If Mrs. Henry Smith were a wise woman she 
would not be writing to the President bewailing 
the trifling hardships to which her son is obliged 
to submit as a member of the national guard. She 
would be down on her knees thanking God that 
the President is exerting every honorable effort 
to bring about a peaceful solution of the difficul- 
ties with Mexico, and that her boy Is not already 
out on the firing line with the boys of 400,000 
other American mothers. . 

The hardships to which the national guard is 
subjected on the Texas frontier are about equal 
to the hardships of an ordinary strenuous vaca- 
tion in the Maine or Minnesota woods; but 
war is a serious business. When Mrs. Henry 
Smith thinks about the petty inconveniences to 
which her son is subjected, let her think also of 
thé millions of boys in Europe who are in the 
trenches and who are dying daily by the thou- 
sands in the midst of the most ghastly warfare 
known to human history. 

Let her think of the boys lying on the field, 
with arms blown off, or legs blown off, or faces 
blown off, perishing in horrible agony for the lack 
of medical assistance which cannot reach them. 

Let her think of the millions of boys in Europe 
who, after this war is over, will be crippled for 
life or, with health shattered, will be doomed to 
eke out a wretched existence as hopeless in- 
valids. 

Let her think of the millions of mothers who 
are not worrying because their boys have to eat 
army rations, but who are worried day and night 
as to whether they will evér see their boys again 
alive. Let her try to visualize the hourly terrors 
of war in which 8,000,000 or 10,000,000 men have 
already been killed or wounded—most of them 
boys like her boy. 

Then let her remember that except for the 
statesmanship of Woodrow Wilson the body of her 
own son might be lying today in an unmarked 
grave in Flanders or France. 

Mrs. Henry Smith, with true maternal solici- 
tude, naturally thinks it is a great nuisance that 
her boy should have to swelter in the heat.of a 
Texas summer and live off coarse food, and so it 
is, but the troubles of her son are very small in 
comparison with what they would be if the United 
States had undertaken armed intervention in Mex- 
ico. Her own troubles, too, are very small in 
comparison with what they would be if she were 
watching the newspapers every day for the list 
of dead and wounded in the fighting. 

There are millions of Mrs. Henry Smiths in this 
country with boys who would be subject to mil- 
tary duty if the United States went to war. When 
they are disposed to find fault with the policies 
of the President, let them devote a little prayer- 
ful consideration to the millions of Mrs. Henry 
Smiths in Europe whose boys are now only memo- 
ries. But for President Wilson these American 
mothers would be drinking the bitter dregs of that 
same cup.

The annual report of the German Minister of 
It says: 

The direct sufferers from war in the educa- 
tional field are, of course, the universities, 
764 of which report a shortake of 49,876 pu- 
pils, many having been compelled to close 
their doors, as they could not offer the re- 
quired scholarship for the State stipend. Six- 
teen universities have coalesced into seven to 
maintain the required attendance. The teach- 
ings corps of every university has suffered 
the loss in the last two years of 45 per cent, 
1628 professors having been killed or taken 
prisoners. 

The high schools and academies have also 
suffered severely, directly and indirectly, as 
82,4385 pupils have been drafted to the army 
with 3879 teachers, especially the junior 
classes.
